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ENTERPRISE IS 
ALMOST MAD ONE 


Opinion Held in Paris Regarding 
Walter Wellman’s North 
Pole Project. 


—s 


Paris, Sept. 16—The Wellman ex- 
pedition to the North Pole has been 
the talk of the aeronautical world in 
Paris of late ,and it may be said that 
while all admire the courage and re. 
solution of Wellman himself, even 
the most audacious explorers, like 
Santos-Dumont, Catsillon de Saint- 
Victor and others believe that the at- 
tempt to reach the pole at present by 
a steerable balloon is almost a mad 
enterprise. 

The example of the Patrie has been 
cited. It is said that the Patrie can 
travel at the rate of nearly forty 
miles an hour ,and that, making a 
calculation of distance, Mr. Wellman 
might arrive at the pole in twenty-two 
houre Then there is the journey 
back, 

All this is a little too simple. The 
Patrie lias hitherto made its trials in 
very calm weather, always selecting 
its times and seasons, and up to the 
Present it may be said that it has had 
no real test of its utility under chance 
conditions, even for very small jour- 


neys, It has accomplished at most 
some sixty miles at a time. 
But Mr, Wellman must multiply 


this feat by twenty-two, and that with 
the possibility of eneountering one of 
those storms that rage so furiously in 
Arctic regions, 

The balloonists here suggest that a 
trial should be made of  steerables 
over a considerable tract of Europe 
in order to see what nature of acci- 
dents they might be liable to under 
adverse conditions. Then if a break- 
down happened it could be repaired, 
whereas a breakdown in the Arctic 
regions means almost certain death to 
the voyagers. 

M. de Castillon de Saint-Victor 
thinks Wellman has only one chance 
in ten, and that will depend not on 
the capacity of his steerable to con- 
front any weather in the Arectie reg- 
ions, but on finding a favorable cur- 
rent that will land him over the pole 
and finally land him in Alaska or Si- 
beria, 

The steerable qualities of his bal- 
loon will be affected by the capricious 
coonditions of the atmespheré in Polar 
regions, so that the balloon will lose 
vase rapidly, and will be gometimes 
swelled out, sometimes flattened. 


WAR TALK IS 
ALL NONSENSE 


Says Former American Ambassador 
to Japan Japs do not Want to 
Fight U.S. 


Washington, Sept. 16—‘Not even re- 
spectable nonsense’ was’ the way for- 
mer Aimbassedor Luke Wright, who 
has just returned from Tokio today, 
characterized war talk between the 
United States and Japan. The am- 
bassudor had a long talk with Acting 
Secretary of State Adee, having called 
to close his official connection with 
the department. 

Gevernor Wright was in Japan when 
the announcement was made that the 
Atlantic fleet would be transferred to 
the Pacifie coast. He said that the 
voyage of the Atlantic fleet did not 
stir official circles in Japan to adverse 
comment, as it was understood that 
the interests of the United States in 
Pacilic waters made it natural for the 
government to transfer a part of its 
naval forces there. The San Fran- 
cisco incident was not so peaceably 
viewed, Mr. Wright said, as the action 
of the school beard in San Francisco 
was of an official character, 

“But Japan does not want a war 
with the United States, nor with any 
nation,’ declared Mr, Wright, “The 
country is burdened with debt, and 
heavy taxation which has been in- 
creasing sinee the war with Russia. 
Further she has had Korea on het 
hands and that is no easy problem. 
China, too, demands her attention 
Besides Japan looks upon the United 
States as her best friend, She always 
has so regarded this country.”

Only Half Loaf of Bread in Regina 
Home, and Two Babes to 
: Nour:sh. 


Regina, Sept. 16.—Rudolph  Boez 
brought to the attention of the Mount- 
ed Police, and through them to the 
department of agriculture, & case «ft 
destitute circumstances which 
would turn the heart even of one used 
to look upon scenes and privation and 
hardship. The case in question wis 
that of Mr. and Mrs. Schwab, Ger- 
mans, living In the east end of the 
city. Their immediate wants have 
been attended to, and shortly the po- 
lice will investigate the circumstances 
which lead up to their destitution. 

From the faets gathered by Corpor- 
al Hogg and submitted by him to A. 
P. Ketchenfi deputy commissioner of 
agriculture, it woald appear that Mr. 
and Mrs, Schwab and their two-year- 
old child lived on a farm fifty mites 
south of Regina, doing homestead du- 
ties, Schwab had bought a team of 
horses from J, Noonan, and with 
these he seeded his land in the spring. 
But his wife had taken sick and he 
could not afford to have a nurse on 
the farm, and was miles from any fe- 
male help. He decided to move into 


the city for the summer and work 
here to earn sufficient to carry his 
wife through the illness. When he 


came to town, according to the story 
told by Schwab, he told Noonan -..at 
ne would have to thke the horses 
back, as he (Schwab) could not pay 
for them. Noonan, however, through 
an interpreter, named C. Rink, is al- 
leged to have told Schwab that he 
could go ahead. and work with the 
team and pay for them when he was 
able. Schwab was required to sign a 
paper to this effect. 
Nothing Coming to Him. 

The farmer then went to work for 
the city with his team, but when he 
went to draw his money from the cor- 
poration, he found that he had not 
a cent coming to him, and that Noo- 
nan had drawn all his pay, on the 
strength of the paper which Schwab 
had signed and which turned out to 
be an order for the money. Schwab 
says he was told that the paper was 
to the effect that Noonan would get 
the balance of the money making 
him (Schwab) an allowance — with 
which to keep up his house and that 
taken by Noonan to apply on the pur- 
chase of the team. Schwab is an il- 
literate man and does not understand 
English, but he states that this ¢s 
the interpretation Rink gave to him 
of the deal. He has now no money 
with which to go out and harvest hi 
crop. 

When the vorporal and Mr. Boez ar- 
rived at the five-by-ten shack they 
found a child of two and a half yeats 


years and a baby six weeks old, both |

Sergt. Piper produced the plan of 


the premises and gave the results of 
*xperiments of shooting at ot 
tur at the same distance as the win 
fow from which it was suggested the 
shot had been fired, 

Dr Ken described the injuries found 
the afternoon fouowing the oceur- 
rence, consisting of a bullet through 
ihe left temporai bone at right angles 
which might have been caused by a

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MINTO IN INDIA 
IS SUCCESSFUL 


Former Governor-General of Canada 
Making Good in British Admin- 
istration There, 


London, Sept. 17.—-Much is hoped in 
Burma from the visit that the Viceroy 
of India proposes to pay to that State 
towards the end of the year. Since Bur- 
ma first came under British role it has 
been the Cinderella of Indian States, and 
it is now hoped that what he will see 
Jor himeelf when he visits Rangoon, 
Mendalay, and other parts of the coun- 
try will induce Lord Minto to do all 
that lies in his power to remove or to 
alleviate some of the more pressing of 
the grievances from which Burma is un- 
doubtedly suffering at the moment. 
Much has, of course, been done in the 
twenty-one years that have elapsed since 
the formal annexation of Burma to the 
British empire but progress here does 
not seem to have kept pace with the 
strides made in other parts of India, 
and Kuropeans and educated natives 
alike feel that their distance from the 
Indian capital often leads to their in- 
terests being overlooked. 

Will a Railway Pay. 

When Lord Curzon visited Burma in 
i1M1 he was urged to impress upon the 
indian Government and the Lmperial an- 
thorities the necessity for connecting 
Upper Burma with the Indian railway 
system by carrying a main trunk line 
from these provinces to Assam, and this 
acheme is likely to be brought under the 
notice of Lord Minto on this occasion. 
It seevis certain that «uch a line must 
be built sooner or later if the consider: 
able agricultural and commercial _ re- 
sources of Upper Burma are not to be 
strangled for all time. There can be 
no doubt that such a line would be very 
difficult te construct from an engineer- 
ing point of view and correspondingly 
expensive while the 
accrue from it for the first few years of 
its existence would not be very iarge. 
These were the principal reasons given 
for declining to proceed with this work 
on the last occasion, and it seems pretty 
safe to assume that they will ‘be em- 
ployed once more. . 

The whole trend of Indian officialdom 
at tho present time is to take a very 
narrow and confined view of any scheme 
such as this, a View that is restricted by 
the eternal question: “Will it pay?’ 
There is nothing* of that broad-miaded, 
statesmanlike view of things that 
only the development and _— increasing 
prosperity of the country and deems the 
cost worthy o¥ the end ultimately to be 
achieved. In short there is nothing in 
the attitude of the Indian Goyernment 
to-day of that spirit that led the late 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes tp project his great 
railway line right across Africa. Ratl- 
ways when built by the State out of 
public funds shoul! be constructed ae 
much from the point of view of stimu- 
lating trade and commerce and assisting 
to develop the country through which 
they pass as fromthe volume of, trade 
that is already on)the spot and from 
which the line shall draw an ample reve- 
nue from the commencement. This is 
the manner in whigh the Uganda Rail- 
way was conceived and built and, it may 
be added, is. the spirit in which many 
hundreds of miles of railwky have been 
built in India itself in the past. This 
view Will probabty~be urged upon the 
Viceroy when he visits Burma by those 
most anxious to see the construction of 
this trunk line taken in hand 4 It is very 
difficult to see how the desire of Burma 
to be linked up with the Indian iailway 
system can be much longer ignored. 

The Resources of Burma. 

Burma is a country that in 
ways compares very favorably with In- 
dia. Famine is a thing that is almest 
unknown here, save under very excep- 
tional circumstances, and it is only in 
comparatively few districts that there *s 
any need fot artificial irrigation on a 
considerable scale. The mineral re- 
sources of the country are only very im- 
perfectly understood at the present day, 
but that these are very great is 
certain. The ruby mines of Upper Bur- 
ma have long been famous, while quite 
extraordinary developments have taken 
place during the past few years in the 
petroleum industry, There are very 
large deposits of‘this oil in various parts 
of the country, and the modern 
methods of obtaining and treating it are 
now being introduced Gold, silver, cop- 
per, tin and iron are all proved to exist 
while coal, though not of very good qual- 
ity, has aleo been located. All these in- 
dustries, however, require Government 
assistance and encouragement while in 
their infanoy, and it a sore point 
with the people of Burma that this ts 
what they do not receive. 

The Southern Shan States have  re- 
cently been designated ‘‘the potential 
granarics of India,” and certainly their 
possibilities as wheat producing areas 
are very great. Here again, quick and 
easy railway communication with the 
consuming centres of the country and 
particularly with the ports is an abso- 
lute necessity, and it is hoped that the 
visit of the Viceroy will give a stimulus 
to the construction of the Southern 
Shan States Railway, This railway has 
been under discussion for several years 
past, and would in addition to tapping 
the wheat-growing belts pass through 
forests of very valuable timber and rub-

ready market not only in India _ but 
practically all over the world, There 


is a very considerable future before the 
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two or three varieties of teak, for which 
there is an ever growing demand, while 
many other valuable woods are also pro- 
duced in abundance, The veal value of 
these forests, however, will probably be 
found in the future to lie ia the rubber 
that grows here in enormots quantities, 
Steps are already being taken to intro- 
duce scientific collection and cultivation 
of this rubber, and at Mergui there is a 
State rubber plantation over two thous- 
and acres in extent. Here very valu 
able experiments in the cultivation of 
rubber and the best varieties of plants 
for the various soils 
carried out, and as a result of the know- 
ledge that is being gained here it is 
hoped in a very few years time not only 
thoroughly to exploit the vast natural

Sept. 17.—The Japanese 
situation appeared in Chicago 
again to~day, lingered uncertainly for 
afew hours in the guise of an interna- 
tional complication and disappeared 
before the tact of President Schneider 
of the board of education, President 
and Secretary Taft did not even 
have a look in at ‘the peace-making. 
Seizaburo Shimizu, Japynese consul 
here, received a cable inquiry from 
the Japanese government at Tokio 
yesterday making quiet enquiries con- 
cerning the “repoited barring of toree 
Japanese residents of Chicage from 
the public schools of the city.” “I 
told my government,” he said later, 
“that Chicago schools practic® no dis- 
crimination whatever as to color, Tne 
situation is entirely clear, and the 
matter is now a closed incident. Mr. 
Schneider is a most excellent man, 
yes.” 

The Japanese referred to applied 
for admission to the schools at the 
last meeting of the school board and 
were barred on a protest of several 
of the trustees, and a suggestion of 
Attorney Shannon that the board may 
have no legal right to use the school 
funds for the education of adults. 
Pending a settlement of this legal 
question the matter was deferred un- 
til the next meeting of the board on 
September 25th.

ALASKA FROM US 


Leo Nabokeff, Friend of Tolstoi, Has 
Documents Which Would Have 
Seved Country for us.

Winnipeg, Sept. 17.—Leo Nabokoff, a 
irend of Count Leo Tolstoi, 
armed with a mission from his chief 
to the wandering Doukhobors, is in 
Winnipeg and has cosned an office at 
901 Main street. My, Nabokoff has un- 
earthed some ancient Russian docu- 
ments in Alaska which materially af- 
fect Canada’s position on the Alaska 
boundary question, and showing how 
Russia forged evidences of early oc- 
cupation of the Pacific coast. Mi. Na- 
bokoff formerly resided at Sitka, Alas- 
ka, where he was at the time of the 
transfer of that territory from Russia 
to the United States. Later Mr. Na- 
bokoff was sent by his government to 
8.tka to put in order the archives cy

by the Russian authorities which they 
had not taken the trouble to remove.

These were kept in old Russian, which 
is not generally understood by those 
who know that language, but which 
he had studied. Some transactions, 
which he has recently forwarded to

The translation reads as follows: 
“To the Governor of the Russian Am- 
erican Territory, Sitka (New Archan 
gel): We are sending you ten tablets 
representing the Russian coat oi arms, 
securely packed, which package you 
are to open privately. Next summer 
you are to organize an expedition of 
several men under a navy officer 
secretly that neither Russians nor 
dians will see them start to cross to 
the continent, taking with them those 
tablets and marching as far as pos- 
sible in a southeasterly direction, 
without danger of being observed even 
by the natives. Then these tablets 
will have to be buried, separated at 
considerable distances the from 
the other, in holes abou an arship 
or an arship and 9 half deep, due 
north by south. These places of con- 
cealment must be marked on a map 
(astronomically) and so accurately and 
locally described that there should be 
no difficulty in finding them long af- 
terwards in case of a dispute on prior- 
ity of occupation will arse between 
Russia and Canada, The same great 
caution must be observed in march- 
ing back to New Archangel, and the 
officers and men who took part in the 
above transaction must be taken on 
board immediately and sent to Rus 
sia.

Marriage Licenses. 

The widespread commercial activit 
that has characterized the history © 
Western Canada during the last few 
years is reflected in the nufber « 
marriage licenses issyed. Cupid ha 


been busy too. The revenue collecte 
from the sale of marriage license 
amounted to $2,554, which was onl) 


$679 less than was collected in the pre 
vious twenty months in the whole o 


the Northwest Territories while th 
number of marriage licenses issued i 


a very good index of the number o 
marriages yet it does not include al 
the marriages solemnized, as many an 
married by banns. #62 licenses wet 
ssued, 809 being for 1906 

During the period 97 auctioneers’ anc 
thirteen pediars’ licenses were is 
sued, This number in both cases i 
equal to the number issued previously 
for the whole of the Territories. 

Reference is made to the veterinar 
surgeons ordinance. Under the opera 
tion of this ordinance the issuing © 
licenses to veterinary practitioners i 
lelegated to the Provincial Veterinar 
Surgeons’ Association and the respon 
ibiilty of administering the act di 
vided between that body and the De 
partment of Agricuture.
